FI COYOTE. 


A Sequel to the Salinas Tragedy 
Feared at Nueva Laredo. 


The Wolf at the Head of 300 Men Prepar~ 
ing for a Raid on the Town—Nis Meve- 
ment the Signal for a General Uprising 
Among the Disreputable Classes—Hor 
rible Atrocities Perpetrated on Women 
A Reigu of Terror. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Nozva Largevo, Mexico, October 6.—A new refen 
of terror has prevailed here for the past twenty-four 
hours, and Lundreds of persuns have fle the city. 
The excitement and alarm grew out of the report, 
brought through by a courier whd hes just arrived 
from the southern section of the republic, that the 
desperate and bloody wrigand, “El Coyote,” The 
Wolf, bas gathered 106 of his followers together 
from the mountain fortreses and armed and 
equipped them oa horseback, for (he expressed pur 
pose of sacking this city end rescuing from prison 
about a dozen of his fellow murderers, who are un- 
der arrest here. Appreciating thoroughly the des 
perate and reckless character of H Coyote, and un- 
derstanding from his recent bloody work that the 
threat was no idle one, a perfect panic seized pos- 
seasion of the populace. While t would appear 
that the anthorities «) cht to be able to protect the 
city from this band of outlaws aod murderers, es 
pecially in view of the fact that they were fore- 
warned of his visit, yet the men are known to be so 
reckless that. under any circumstances, bloody 
work ig apprehended, and al! who could do 80 have 
sought safety by fleeing ti the Americar side 
The; authorities took steps immediately to resist the 
marauders, and burned preparations are being made 
to meet them Citizens generaily are arming them- 
selves, and an armed force of militia fs enrolled, the 
men being doubly armed and provided w''h full sup- 


plies of ammunition. The courier wh ought the 
alarming news also reported that intelligence haa 
reached Baranco, about forty miles fro is city, 
that that was tho point agrted upon as os VOUS

The Chief of Police haus issued orders 
to show no quarter to the intruder, and special 
eorts will be made to stay the desperate leader of 
the gang, without whom, it-is thought, the rufilans 
could be easily vanquished, and the band broken 
up. The terror shown hy women is painful. The 
brutal indignities to which they have been subjected 
by the garg elsewhere are worse even than death 
itself, and it is not surprising to see that all who can 
do so are seeking safety in flight. Intelligence re 
ceived late this evening says that EI Coyota, with 
nearly 200 men, is bivouacked at Viila-Lidama, 
some thirty-five miles below Baranca, and only 
twelve miles from Custamente, the scene of bis 
former attack about a year ago. This indicates 
that N Coyote has, for some reason, divided his * 
forces, and is undonbteg , 
MEDITATING AN ATTACE 

upon Custamente before sweeping north with his 
main body. Since leaving Salinas, El Coyote's 
forces have been greatly augmented by straggling 
banditti, who gladly seek leadership under the 
Bloody Wolf. Some reports place the outlaw's 
forces as high as 300. It is questionable whether 
the Government forces in this section are strong 
enough to give battle to the insurgents. There ia no 
longer any doubt that the recent sanguinary attack 
on the municipal authorities of Salinas was aided 
and abetted by many respectable cit ens. Alcalde 
Santos and his clique were tntolerably overbearing 
and tyrannical, The summary vengeance visited 
upon Judge Santos and the Chief of Police has 
aroused a similar spirit of resentment in many 
other towns against their municipal officers. Itisa 
notorious fact that the Alcaldes, supported by the 
police and federal authorities, are veritable despots, 
amenable to no law. Similag uprisings are there 
fore anticipated at other points.

OHIO AND AFTER. 

Ohio holds among the Republican States the 
place aceorded to Prussia among other States 
in the political organization of the German 
Empire, the place which Virginia held so long 
among the Democratic States in the earlier 
days of the Republic. That is to say, Ohio, is the 
Republican’s partys Mother State, the chief seat 
| of Republican authority and power, the mother 
of all the Republica Presidents elected by the 
people except LI xcoLN. Never has Ohio failed 
to poll a large majority for a Republican nomi- 
nee for President from FReMontT down, and 
four years ago sho gave GARFIELD a plur&lity of 
more than 34,000 over HANCOCK and a majority 
of 26,155 over all. If she deserts the Republic- 
an standard in her State election on the 14th, it 
will be a blow from which the Republican 
National ticket cannot recover. 

Such a rebuke to the action of the convention 
at Chicago, such a proof that BLaInE 
cannot be crammed down the throats 
of Republicans with all the influence that 
money, organization, patronage and party dis- 
cipline.can exert, will be universally interpreted 
and accepted as a conclusive indication of his 
overwhelming defeat in November, should he 
survive the shock and remain a candidate.

PULPIT AND STAGE. 


A Brooklyn Minister’s Tribute to Chanfrau 
and McCullough. 

By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

New Yor«, October 6.— During the past week,” 
said the Rev. N. B. Thompson, in the Free Baptist 
Church, on West Twenty-fifth street yesterday 
morning, the dramatic world has received two sad 
shocks. One was the death of Chanfrau, who in a 
moment was stricken by apoplexy, and is to-day 
sleeping in his grave. The other affliction was the 
published failure of the mind of John McCullough, 
whose name was a household word throughout 
the country. He was a man of fine physical de- 
velopment and broad culture. He was long a 
leader as a Shakespearian actor. To-day itis said 
that his mind cannot retain his lines. 
There is no physical failure. - It 
is mental retention that be lacks. 
If it is true that McCullough can no longer then 
a great mind has e to operate. I do con- 
demn the stage; raher I commend it. Men will sup- 
port true ability, and the thunders of applause that 
greeted McCullough testified to his genius. His 
power of declamation is seldom if ever witnessed in 
the pulpit. He isa noble minister who ministers to 
the needs of all. I cannot denounce the 
pulpit because some men have disgraced their 
calling, nor the modern stage because a man 
or woman heré or there lapses from 
virtue. The name of Charlotte Cushman will ever 
live in the annals of the drama. M Anderson 
has won the applause of the whole world. She re- 


sented a royal bargain for her virtue. The peopee 
will have theaters, and let the best ‘ible acting 
be done in them. Let virtue shine forth. I advo- 
cate the stage as a necessity. It will exist. and let 
its boards be trodden. by men and 
women of intelligence and virtue. There 
are many such already, Ability varies in 
kind and degree, otherwise the world would be 


monotonous. There is much brilliancy behind the 
footlights. John McCullough wasa genius. An im- 
pulsive Irish boy, he left the carpenter's bench to go 
on the stage, and soon became a leader of the whole 
band. While churches were — iy , thousands 
rushed to see the great Americani oman. Ido 
not say that his talents have been abused. There is 
much sympathy expressed for him, not because 
there are none to fill his place, but on ac- 
count of the affliction to himself. I do not 
know that the ability of actors would shine the 
same in works of a religious character. Some sa 

that overwork was the cause of McCullough’s fall; 
others say it was of a different e er. There 
are men who, when a man is down, try to prevent 
him from rising. Whatever the true reason of Mc- 
Cullough’s failure may be, let us draw about him 
the sacred robe of charity and say to him; ‘Can I 
help you?’ Philanthropists adorn the dramatic 
profession. When the cries for help come, the act- 
ors are the first to respond. There are m feat- 
ures of nobility in the dramatic profession. t the 
truth be spoken and let men get their dues, even if 
it be humiliating to our Christianity. I wish the an- 
imosity between church and stage were wiped out 
and that we had more ‘Little Churches Around the 
Corner.“ Men of McCullough’s stamp inspire other 
men to rise higher, just as Spurgeon is an inspira- 
tion to inferior ministers. Let the drama in its pur- 
ity crowd out the drama in its impurity, and let the 
standard be so high that demoralizing matter will 
not find a place upon the stage. o failure of 


MeCullough's mind is a great affliction.” 


ATTACKED BY A PANTHER. 


Exciting Encounter by a Farmer at Brown's 
Mountain, Pa. 
PHILADELPHIA, Penn., October 6.—Peter Bear, who 
resides at Brown's Mountain, Clearfield County, was 
awakened shortly after daylight Friday morning 
last, by a noise in his barn. Seizing an axe he ran 
to the place and discovered a large mountain pan- 
ther dragging off a calf which it had just killed and 
Mr. Bear shouted, when the panther, dropping the 
dead calf, turned upon him. He struck it with the 
axe,but inflicted a slight wound, which only enraged 


the beast. It sprang upon him and fastened its 
teeth into his right shoulder, but he succeeded in 
freeing himse If and dealt it a teriffic blow with the 
axe, compelling the beast to retreat. A large and 
— bloodhound belonging to Mr. Bear ran 
rom its kennel and attacked the congar. 


While 
its attention was engaged by the hound Mr. Bear 


split its skull with a blow from the gxe, stretching 
it dead at his feet. The pu was an 
old one and bore marks of a number 


of bullet and knife wounds. It measured eight feet, 
ten and a half inches from tip to tip. In its stom- 
ach was found a large hunting knife with the fol- 
lowing on the blade: Cha—s Fost—r. The inter- 
mediate letters are indistinct. Sometime early 
September a hunter by the name of Charles Foster, 
who is supposed to have resided in Kinsington, Phil- 
adelphia, visited Brown’s Mountain on a hunting ex- 
pedition. Some boys while passing near a wood- 
chopper's hut yesterday, found some human bones. 
These they carried home, and the curiosity aroused 
by the discovery induced an old wood John Y, 
iller, to make further investigation. He visited 
the spot where the boys found the bones, and found 
additional bones. Miller by this time was within 
sight of the old cabin, which be entered 
and found fragments of men's blood- 
stained clothing scattered around the premises. He 
found also letters and a pone card addressed to 
Charles Foster. One of the letters was addressed 
to the man at Altoona, Pa., one at Dubois, Pa., and 
the postal card at Connelsville, Pa. It seems a man 
named Charles Foster either died or was mur- 
dered in that vicinity and his body subsequently 
devoured by wild beasts or he was killed by some 
ferocious animal. A possible clew to the identity of 
the murdered man was found at No. 854 
boar = street, Philadelphia, where Henry Fisher 


resides.

Relative Strength of the Parties—Mr. Fil-

CoLuysvsr On10, October 6.—A little incident to- 
day at the principal hotel of this city will serve to 
show how high the political feeling runs. Tom 
Cavanaugh is, or has been, a member of the United 
States detective force at Washington, and he ar- 
rived here to-day. Five minutes after he nad regis- 
tered, John G. Thompson noticed his name and 
hunted him up. Thompson knows Cavanaugh and 
has information which leads him to believe that the 
Washington man is here as Commissioner Dudley's 
lieutenant to supervise the work of eolonizing 
Eastern negroes and to distribute funds for 
election purposes. The interview between the 
two men was more straightforward than punctili- 
ous. Thompson charged Cavanaugh as above 
stated, and Cavanaugh denied it. Thompson told 
him that he would be looked after, and advised him 
that Washington was a far more congenial place for 
him than Columbus would prove unless he behaved 
himself, Cavanaugh did not formally accept the in- 
vitation to leave, but he will have difficulty in accom- 
plishing any large amount of work in person. The 
feeling against Dudley here is intense. It is charged 
that he is shameless in his corruption 
work, and one of the Democratic cam- 
paign managers said to-day that he has 
evidence that fifteen or twenty agents of the Pension 
Department are at workin different parts of the 
State, conciliating that large class of citizens whose 
applications for pensions have been pigeon-holed.

Morris Thomas, the well-known Democratic polli- 
tician of Baltimore, has been spotted here by the 
Republican managers, and your correspondent was 
assured to-day that Thomas had brought tweuty-five 
Baltimore repeaters here to colonize them.

ened by their presence, A curious fact in that coe 
nection, was that the rabbit had been I ntroduc 
from England but a few years before by some cen 
erous minded person whe thought he was bestes. 
ing a real boon upon an entirely rabbitless country 
by this course. So thoroughly were he and the com- 
munity at large impressed with the idea, that a jolli- 
Sceioes and e fond tke poosraly wat Ball wie 
the rabbits were liberated, visions of rabbit pie 
looming up in the minds of the colonists, without a 
thought that the few innocent ‘thus. liber- 
ated would populate the country with their species 
— such num as to seriously threaten its most

asa into millions. Before the advance ,. 
that most id of animals, flocks and herds a 
compelled to retire, and even man himself s 
starved into surrender.

“Ah, that is hard to answer. It is a long distance, 
up the Nile, and that isthe proposed rouie. From 
to the second cataract it can be nav gated by 
small steamers. This is 700 miles. Then after this 
there comes another 700 miles that cannot be 
navigated. It 
rapids and 
the littie country boats — thers attempt to navi. 
gate it. The only practicable way to cover this 700 
miles will be by marching along the river. This 
second 700 miles carries you@o Berber. From that 
place to Khartoum, some 225 miles, the river is navi- 
gable at times for small steamers, which have been 
carried there in pieces On camels backs and put to- 
gether. But to transport an army by this process 
would of course be difficult, if not iinpossibie, and 
especially so at the season of low water, which will 
be at hand before the army can get there. Thus it 
appears that a very large portion of 
the 1,600 or 1.700 miles between Cairo 
and Khartoum must be marched, over bad roads, 
exposed to the attacks of hostile tribes who know 
the country thoroughly and go pretty well armed 
and are 
NEVER FATIGUED. 

It must be nearly or quite the end of the 8 be- 
fore a rescuing army can reach Khartoum. It seems 
scarcely possible that Gordon could hold out all that 
time. fet the recent dispatches indicate 
that he bas some prett effective service 
on the river at Khartoum, and that may be able 
to keep him supplied wtih provisions, for the valley 
above Khartoum is very fertile, and the supplies of 
wheat and cattle is almost unlimited.“ ' 

“But are there no nearer and quicker ways of 
reaching Khartoum?” 

“Yes, there are two nearer routes. One of these s 
to go by the Red Sea (by rail and steamer to Suakim 
on the coast of the Red Sea, which is reached in 
four days from Cairo, and which is, by the traveled 
route only 240 miles from Berber, which city as I 
said, is but 225 miles down the river from Khar- 
toum. That looks like an easy route, doesn’t it? 
All by rail and steamship) except 240 miles. Well, 

THAT 240 MILES IS THE ‘RUB.’ 

It is across a desert, with no water except in wells 
sometimes several days’ march apart, and only 
sufficient when reached to supply a few hundred 
men. To march an army across there without 
water would of course be impossible, while to carry 
water for the whole distance would be as impossible 
as it would to gain the supply from the 
wells, which can supply but a few hundred. I have 
often had to wait at those welis several days to get 
enough water for my force of a few hundred men. 
How then could they be of sufficient value for an 
army of thousands such as would be required to 
rescue Gordon? Why, Hicks Pasha had six thou- 
sand camels, most of them to carry water, and yet 
could carry but one day’s supply. There is another 
route, but it isso much worse than this that it is 
out of the question. It is acrossa bed of sand,without 
an object in sight to mark the way exvept the bones 
of camels and oxen which have perished upon it. I 
have counted in 3 over this trail 400 skeletons 
to the mile, Indeed they average from sixty, in 
the best portion of the trail, up to 400 in the worst, 
and the distance is nine days march.“ 

“But, General, would not King John, whom you 
suggest as the instrument for the saving of Gordon, 
have all these difficulties to encounter and sur- 
mount?” 

“No; for his country is nearer to Khartoum, and 
in the * watered by the rains which fall in the 
upper Nile valley. He could move down the Blue 
Nile to Khartoum very readily Beside that, the peo- 
ple of his country are just as indomitable warriors 
as the Bedouins, who roam over those deserts ac- 
customing themselves to go forty-eight hours with- 
out water, and to endure a thousand inconveniences 
that render that whole section what itis, a grave- 
yard for Europeans.” |

THE COTTON CROP. 


Less Favorable Indications in the Mem- 
phis District—Proportion of Decrease. 
Mempais, Tenn., October 6.—The cotton crop re- 
port for the Memphis district, embracing West Ten- 
nessee, North Mississippi, North Arkansas and 
North Alabama, to be issued to-morrow by Messrs. 
Hill, Fontaine & Co., will say: The 
weather during the month of September 


has been unfavorable to the growing cotton crops. 
Hot, dry weather, which was a continuance of the 
drought extending back through August, prevailed 
throughout the district until about the 20th of Sep- 
tember, when excessive rains fell, principally in 
Arkansas and Texas. Ihe drought had materially 
affected the plant, aud the rains 
which subquently tell in many localities 
added to the damage already sustained. The favor- 
able prospects indicated in thé July report, which 
that time promised an increased yield in this district, 
have been changed. Coiton in the main has not 
fruited well, neither has the plant retained 
its square bolls. From all over the district 
serious damage is reported from the drou®ht, rust 
and excessive rains. These have caysed a general 
revision of the prospective yield, which it is now in- 
dicated will be 1744 per eent. less than last year. 
The weather since these reports were furnished has 
been more seasonable, and a continuance of the 
favorable conditions, together with a late 
frost would improve a large proportion of the grow- 
ing crop, espé®ia'ly in the bottoms, which would re- 
duce the percentage of decrease and possibly make 
the yield in the Memphis district approximate that of 
last year. Corn has not suffered to the extent that 
cotton has, and there will be enough raised to more 
than to supply this section of the country.”

Scenes on the Streets and at the Hotels 
Facilities for the Accommodation of Vis- 
itors—Reports From the Railroads and 
Other Means of Transportation.

Thefe are only a few disjointed sentences caught 
from the bedlam in a hotel this morning where two 
clerks, with hair on end, shirt front rumpled and 
diamond stud twisted, were trying to persuade a 
howling mob of guests that each individual had the 


room on the first floor. To 
tell the truth, the man who came in on 
a late train this morning stood a first-rate 
chance of getting a cot on the roof or a sota in the 
hall in some of the hotels. Excellent preparations 
had. however, been made for the expected rush, and 
what on ordinary occasions would have been a 
smashing business was regarded scarcely more than 
an extra ripple to-day. A visit to all of the — 
cipal hoteis showed each one of them well filled last 
night, with large additions to-day. On the whole 
the beginning exceeds that of any previous year, 
and the engagements for to-morrow indiegte a num- 
ber of visitors farin excess of Veiled Prophet's 
day in other years. The St. James had 330 
people in last night and the arrival by 10 o'cloek 
this morning swelieg thé number to 450. Last year 
the St. James acc@fimodated 1.100 guests on Veiled 
Prophet's night, and they expect, with new facilities 
added this year,to beat that record easily, There is 
yet room for 700 or 800. guests, and every inch of it 

IS EXPECTED TO BE FILLED 

At the Southern, from the time the tirst train came 
in | there was a mass of people standing 
in front of the register and a 
string reaching nearly across the corridor 
getting served to accommodations. Every one who 
caine to the hotel was comfortably disposed of, and 
it was estimated that last night and this morning 
not less than 600 men, women and children were 
safely stowed away The Southern, although with 
the largest capacity of any. of the hoteis, limits its 
guests to about 1,000, as many ofits guests engage 
entire roqms. 

“We are hanging them on pegs now.“ said Mr. 
Dean of Hurst's with a laugh this morning, and the 
register looked as if Several towns 
n Illinois, Missouri and the Southwest had 
depopuiated. Hurst's has 700 in hand, with accom- 
modations for at least 1,000,every inch of which 
will be taken by to-morrow night. The Planters’ bas 
400 guests with considerably more than twice as 
many provided for and expected: The Lindell is 
doing a land office business with 500 guests und eom- 
fortable lodgings for fully as many more. 
The Hotel arnum and the Laclede 
show at least 400 each. with capacities 
for more than twice that nuimber. The aiiount of 
letters received from expected visitors indicate a 
state of fullness a'ilaround. There are the Everett. 
Barnum's, Hotel Hunt and Moser Hotel, with about 
similar crowds and capacities for entertainment, 
with a host of smaller houses, all able to attend to 
their full quotos. 

THE TWO BUREAUS OF INFO ON 

at the Bee Line and Wabash offices, on the corners 
of Chestnut and Broadway and Fourth and Pine 
streets, are working admirably and are doing splen- 
didly, supplying crowds of strangers with excellent 
accommodations. Their capacities may be said to 
be for all practical purposes unlimited. Many of 
the best rooms in the city, in the nicest 
localities, in private families, and res- 
pectable boarding houses have been placed at 
the disposal of the bureau, and will be furnished 
on application to strangers. Noone need feel any 
apprehension that pieasant accommodations cannot 
be had for ladies and families, as in case of over- 
flowing at the hotels the bureaus come in with 
ample facilities to take care of a crowd as large as 
the railroads can possibly bring. The arrange- 
ments at hotels and bureaus have been perfected in 
the light of past experience, so „that 
choking will be a matter of impossibility. 

BESIDES THE PEOPLE . 
who are registered at the hotels, there are numbers 
who prefer to go nowhere during the day, and others 
again who are in the city only for a day. The streets 
have taken on the regular Fair week aspect, wif 
country people in throngs taking possession of them. 
The old couples with lar families, and 
the young couples with small faniilies, and the 
young couple with families in posse, young couples of 
all varieties, young men in groups, yo women 
in bevies and young children in strings and throngs 
may be seen anywhere on the streets, in the stores, 
street cars, busses and wherever a human being can 
be placed. Some of them have valises, with 
clothes enough for a whole family fora week, in 
one valise, with boxes, lunches and packages of al! 
kinds. The fakirs, the peanut venders, fruit, hand- 
kerchief and toy peddlers are happy over 
the harvest promised them, while the 
restaurateurs wear a smile of sweet 
satisfaction as the prospect of the hungry hordes 
about to swoop in toscoop out the eatabies. There 
isan amount of muttal. happiness on the part of 
country and city foiks over the exchange of benefits 
sufficient to put the average for the year at high 
water mark.
